FEATURES 


Your RCA Model 50 AC/DC Video Cassette 
Player (VCP) is lightweight, easy to use, and 
includes a remote control. Its dual power 
options let you enjoy it almost anywhere — 
at home or the office, or even in your 
vehicle. The VCP’s compact size and 
front-loading design are especially ideal for 
vans, RVs, or campers. 

Its other features include: 

Automatic Power-On — automatically 
turns on the VCP’s power when you load a 
video cassette. 

Automatic Play Speed Selection — senses 
thetape’s recording speed and automatically 
adjusts the VCP for proper playback. 

Automatic Rewind — rewinds the tape 
when it reaches the end. 

Automatic Repeat — lets you set the VCP 
to automatically rewind and replay the video 
tape when it reaches the end. 

Quick Start Mechanism — automatically 
starts playback when you load a prerecorded 
video cassette. 

Visual Search — lets you play a tape at a 
faster speed to quickly locate a specific 
portion of the tape. 

Freeze-Frame — lets you pause the tape 
during playback so you can view a single 
frame. 


Dew Protection System — prevents the 
VCP from playing a tape when the system 
senses moisture on the tape heads. 

Soft-Touch Controls — let you easily 
control the VCP’s functions. 

Note: The remote control requires two AAA 
batteries (not supplied) for power. 

We recommend that you carefully read this 
owner’s manual. It was prepared to assist 
you with the initial setup procedures and to 
guide you in the everyday operation of the 
VCP.

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PREPARATION 


ACCESSORIES 

Your VCP includes thefollowing connection 
accessories. Be sure to unpack all of them 
before you throw away the packing material. 

300-to-75-ohm Adapter — connects a 
300-ohm antenna wire to theVCP’s ant.in 
terminal. 



75-ohm Coaxial Cable — connects the 
VCP’s RF.OUT terminal to your TV’s 75-ohm 
antenna terminal. 



VCP/TV DC Power Cord — lets you 
power the VCP and a portable TV (not 
supplied) from your vehicle’s cigarette 
lighter socket. 



AC Adapter — lets you power the VCP 
from a standard AC outlet. 



CHOOSING A LOCATION 

For safe and effective operation ofyourVCP, 
consider thefollowing when you choose an 
installation location. 

• Place the VCP away from direct sunlight 
and heat sources, such as radiators and 
heat vents. 

• Do not place the VCP in a dusty or 
humid area. 

• Do not block theVCP’s ventilation 
holes. For example, do not push the 
back of the VCP against a padded 
surface. 

• Place the VCP on aflat surface, away 
from strong vibrations or magnetic 
fields. 

• Do not put anything on top of the VCP. 
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MAKING CONNECTIONS 

You can connect your VCP to a TV/monitor, 
a VCR (video cassette recorder), or both. To 
help you make the right connections: 

• If connecting a TV, use the connections 
described in "Connecting a Standard 
TV" on Page 7. 

A standard TV can receive broadcast TV 
signals from an antenna or cable system, 
and can be tuned to different channels 
to view the broadcasts. It does not have 
separate audio and video input jacks. 

• If connecting a monitor or TV/monitor, 
usethe connections described in 
"Connecting a TV/Monitor" on Page 8. 
(You need an additional audio/video 
cable to make this connection.) 

A TV/monitor is like a standard TV, but 
it also has separate audio and video 
input] acks.U si ngthe separate audio 
and video input jacks results in a better 
quality picture and sound. 

• If you want to connect a VCR to the 
VCP for copying tapes, usethe 
connections described in "Connecting a 
VCR" on Page 9. (You need an 
additional audio/video cable to make 
this connection.) 


Note to the CATV System I nstaller: This 
reminder is provided to call the CATV 
system installer’s attention to article 820-40 
of the National Electrical Code that provides 
guidelines for proper grounding and, in 
particular, specifies that the cable ground 
shall be connected to the grounding system 
of the building, as close to the point of cable 
entry as practical. 
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Connecting a Standard TV 

Follow these steps to connect the VCP to a standard TV that has a 75-ohm cable jack (but 
does not have separate audio and video Input jacks). 

1. Make sure the TV Is off, then disconnect the antenna or cable wire from your TV’s VHF 
antenna terminal and connect It to the VCP’s ant.in terminal. 

Notes: 

• If your antenna has a 300-ohm wire, connect the wire to the 300-ohm screw terminals 
on the supplied 300-to-75-ohm adapter. Then connect the adapter’s 75-ohm 
connector to theVCP’s ant.in terminal. 

• If you havea VFIF/UFIF splitter connected to your TV, disconnect the antenna wire 
from the splitter’s Input terminal and leave the splitter connected to theTV. 

• Ifyou have a separate U FI F antenna, leave theUFIF antenna wire connected to theTV. 

2. Using the supplied 75-ohm coaxial cable, connect the VCP’s rf.out terminal totheTV’s 
VFIF antenna terminal (or the splitter’s Input terminal). If your TV has only 300-ohm 
antenna terminal, usea 75-to-300-ohm adapter (not supplied) to connect the VCP’s 
output to your TV.

3. Set the CHANNEL switch on the back of the VCP as described under "Setting the Channel 
Switch" on Page 10.

Connecting a TV/Monitor 

To connect your VCP to a TV/monitor’s separate audio and video inputjacks, connect the 
VCP’s AUDIO and video out jacks to the TV/monitor’s audio and video inputjacks using a 
video-quaiity shieided cabie (not suppiied). 



Caution: You must use a video-quaiity cabie for this type of connection. Do not use a 
standard audio cabie. Your iocai RadioShack store seiis the proper type of cabie.

Connecting a VCR 

To connect your VCP to aVCR so you can copy video tapes, connect the VC P’s audio and 
VIDEO OUT jacks to the VCR’s audio and video input jacks using a video-quaiity shieided cabie 
(not suppiied). Then see "Copying a Video Tape" on Page 18 to find out how to copy a tape. 



Notes: 

• You must use a video-quaiity cabie for this type of connection. Do not use a standard 
audio cabie. Your iocai RadioShack store seiis the correct type of cabie. 

• You can connect the VCR’s audio/video output jacks to your TV’s input jacks using 
another video-quaiity shieided cabie, or to the antenna output jack using 75-ohm cabie. 
This iets you watch atape whiieyou copy it (see "Copying a Video Tape" on Page 18). 
You can aiso connect your TV to theVCP’s rf.out terminai. See "Connecting a Standard 
TV" on Page?. 
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SETTING THE CHANNEL 
SWITCH 

CHANNEL, on the back oftheVCP, 
determines on which channei a standard TV 
receives the VC P’s signai . Set channel to 3 
for channei 3, or 4 for channei 4.

N otes: 


If possibie, set channel to a channei 
on which you do not receive reguiar 
teievision broadcasts. 

The channel setting has no effect on 
the audio and video outputs, nor does it 
affect a standard TV’s operation when 
theVCP is not piaying atape. 


CONNECTING POWER 

Using the suppiied adapters, you can power 
your VCP from either a standard AC outiet 
or your vehicie’s cigarette-iighter socket. 

Cautions: 

• If you usethe VCP in areas of high 
humidity or move it from a coid area to 
a warm one, aiiow it to warm up for 
about 2 hours before you piugitin and 
operate it, so any moisture inside can 
compieteiy evaporate. 


If moisture has formed inside the VCP, 
it might not operate after you connect 
power (see "Dew Protection System" on 
Page 12). 


Using AC Power 

The suppiied AC adapter iets you power the 
VCP from a standard AC outiet. 

Cautions: 

You must use a Ciass 2 power 
source that suppiies 14V DC 
and deiivers at ieast 850 mA. 
Its center tip must be set to positive and 
its piug must fit the VCP's dc in i2v 
jack. The suppiied adapter meets these 
specifications. Using an adapter that 
does not meet these specifications couid 
damage the VCP or the adapter. 

When you unpiugtheAC adapter, 
grasp the adapter’s piug, not its cord. 

Aiways piug theAC adapter into the 
VCP before you piug it into theAC 
outiet. Aiways unpiugtheAC adapter 
from the outiet before you unpiug it 
from the VCP. 
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To use AC power, connect the AC adapter's 
barrel plug to theVCP's dc in i2v jack, then 
plug the AC adapter’s power cord Into a 
standard AC outlet. 



Using Vehicle Battery 
Power 

The supplied DC adapter lets you power 
your VCP and aportableTV (not supplied) 
from your vehicle’s cigarette-lighter socket. 

Cautions: 

A The TV you use must have a 
DC 12-volt jack (with the 
center tip set to positive) that 
accepts the adapter’s 5.5 mm outer 
dlameter/2.1 Inner diameter plug. 

• Before plugging the power cord’s 
cigarette-lighter plug Into your vehicle’s 
cigarette-lighter socket, be sure the 
knurled ring at the plug’s tip Is screwed 
firmly onto the plug. 

• Always plug the DC adapter Into the 
VCP and TV before you plug It Into the 
cigarette-lighter socket. Always unplug 
the DC adapter from the 
cigarette-lighter socket before you 
unplug Itfrom the VCP and TV. 


• The VCP continues to draw a small 
amount of current from the vehicle’s 
battery even after you turn It off, so be 
sure to disconnect the DC adapter from 
the cigarette-lighter socket when you 
are not using the VCP and TV, to 
prevent your vehicle’s battery from 
being drained. 

The DC power cord has two barrel plugs on 
one end and a cigarette-lighter plug on the 
other end. To connect DC power, plug one 
of the adapter’s barrel plugs Into theVCP’s 
DC IN 12V jack, and plug the other Into the 
TV's DC 12-volt jack. Then connect the 
cigarette-lighter plug Into the vehicle’s 
cigarette-lighter socket. 



N ote: If the DC adapter does not provide 
power, check the fuse. See "Replacing the 
Fuse" on Page 22. 
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Dew Protection System 

Your VCP’s dew protection system helps 
prevent damage caused by moisture that can 
form on the VCP’s tape heads. When the 
system senses moisture on the tape head(s), 
the DEW indicator turns on and theVCP 
does not let you play a tape. 


DEW Indicator 



Caution: To avoid damaging the VCP 
mechanism, do not try to load a tape while 
the DEW indicator is on. 

If the DEW indicator turns on, disconnect 
the VCP's power for about 2 hours, then 
plug it back in. If the DEW indicator does 
not light, you can proceed with normal 
operation. If the DEW indicator turns on 
again, try unplugging the VCP for another 2 
hours, or take it to your local RadioShack 
store for assistance. 


INSTALLING THE 
REMOTE CONTROL'S 
BATTERIES 

The remote control requires two AAA 
batteries (not supplied) for power. For the 
best operation and longest life, we 
recommend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 


1. Remove the battery compartment cover 
by sliding it in the direction of the 
arrow. 



2. Place the batteries in the compartment 
as indicated by the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside the compartment. 



• Use only fresh batteries of the required 
size and type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries (standard, 
alkaline, or rechargeable), or 
rechargeable batteries of different 
capacities. 

3. Replace the cover. 

Notes: 

• If you will not be using the remote 
control for a month or more, remove 
the batteries. 
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• You can use the remote control up to a 
distance of about 23 feet (7 meters) in 
front of the VCP. If it does not operate 
properly within this distance, replace 
the batteries. 

Warning: Always dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. 
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OPERATION 



USING THE REMOTE 
CONTROL 


PLAYING A VIDEOTAPE 

1. Turn on the TV or TV/monitor. 


The buttons on the remote control function 
the same as those on the front of the VCP. 
To use the remote control, be sure the front 
end of it is pointing with a clear path toward 
the middle of the VC P’s front panel, then 
press the desired button(s). 



• If you connected a TV using the 
VCP’s RF.ouTjack, tune the TV to 
the same channel (3 or 4) to which 
you set the VCP’s CHANNEL switch. 

• If you connected a TV/monitor using 
the VC P’s AUDIO and video out 
jacks, switch the TV/monitor to the 
video setting. 

2. To load a prerecorded video cassette 
tape, insert the tape halfway into the 
VCP’s cassette door with the main label 
facing up and the spine label facing out. 



Then gently push on the center of the 
tape’s spineuntil theVCP pullsthetape 
all the way in. The POWER, TV/VCP, 
and TAPE indicators light, then the 
PLAY indicator lights and the tape 
automatically begins to play. 
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Ifavideo cassette is already in theVCP, 
press POWER to turn on the VCP then 
press PLAY to start playback. 

3. To stop the tape during play, press 
STOP (stop/eject on the front panel). 
The PLAY indicator turns off and the 
tape stops. 

To start playback again, press play. 

4. To eject the tape, press eject (stop/ 
EJECT on the front panel). The TAPE 
indicator flashes, then turns off and the 
VCP ejects the tape. 

5. Press POWER to turn off the VCP. The 
POWER indicator turns off. 


ON-SCREEN DISPLAY 

You can make your VCP display the current 
operating mode and tape speed when you 
change the operation mode. Follow these 
steps to activate this function. 

1. Press MENU. The following appears on 
the TV screen.

2. Press SELECT A or T to highlight 

F.OSD. 

3. Repeatedly press ok so on appears next 

to F.OSD. 

4. Press menu to exit. 


N ote: If you do not press any key for a few 
minutes, the VCP automatically exits the 
menu mode. 

The current operation mode appears on 
display when you change the operation 
mode, then automatically disappears in 
about 3 seconds. W hen you activate the auto 
repeat playback function, auto repeat 
also appears on the TV screen. See "Auto 
Repeat Playback" on Page 17. 

To view the real time counter, press 
DISPLAY. Press DISPLAY again to clear the 
counter.

To disable the on-screen display, simply 
repeat the above steps and select off at 
Step 3. 


FAST-FORWARD/ 

REWIND 

To fast-forward or rewind the tape at high 
speed, with the tape stopped, press fast-f 
or REWIND. The FAST -F or REW I N D 
indicator lights and the tape fast-forwards or 
rewinds. 

No picture appears on theTV/monitor when 
you fast-forward or rewind the tape from a 
stopped position. 
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The VCP automatically stops the tape when 
it reaches the end and rewinds the tape to 
the beginning. 

To stop the tape at any time during 
fast- forwarding or rewinding, press stop. 

Or, to stop fast-forwarding and rewinding 
and automatically begin play, press play. 
The tape stops, the PLAY indicator lights, 
then the tape begins to play. 

Note: If power fails whiletheVCP is 
fast-forwarding or rewinding, when power is 
restored, the VCP resumes fast-forwarding 
or rewinding long enough to take up the 
slack in the tape, then turns off. This takes 
about 55 seconds. 


Press STOP to stop the tape, or play to stop 
visual search and resume normal playback. 

N ote: T apes recorded at the EP (extended 
play) speed provide the best picture during 
visual search. 


Fast Scan Forward/Review 

This feature lets you watch a tape while it 
fast-forwards or rewinds. 

Press FAST-F or rewind to begin 
fast-forward or rewind. Then hold down 
FAST-F to search forward or rewind to 
search backward. 


Visual Search 

Your VCP lets you view a tape at a faster 
speed than normal playback to help you find 
a particular section on the tape. Visual 
search works in either direction. 

To use visual search, press play to begin 
normal playback, then press FAST-Fto 
search forward or rewind to search 
backward. The PLAY indicator lights along 
with the FAST-F or REWIND indicator, and 
the tape begins to play forward or backward 
at a high speed. During visual search, there 
is no sound, and the picture quality is not as 
good as during normal playback.

The PLAY indicator lights, along with the 
FAST-F or REWIND indicator, and the tape 
begins to play forward or backward at high 
speed. During fast scan forward/review, 
there is no sound and the picture quality is 
not as good as during normal playback.

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FREEZE-FRAME 

TheVCP lets you stop ("freeze”) the tape to 
view a single frame. To use freeze- frame, 
during normal play, press still on the front 
panel. During freeze-frame, there is no 
sound and the picture quality is not as good 
as during normal playback. 

After about 5 minutes, theVCP 
automatically stops. To stop the tape sooner, 
press STOP. To resume normal playback, 
press PLAY. 

Note: Tapes recorded at the EP speed 
provide the best picture during freeze- frame. 


N ote: If you do not press any key for a few 
minutes, theVCP automatically exits the 
menu mode. 

To disable the auto repeat playback, simply 
repeat steps 1-4, selecting off at Step 3. 

T 0 set the VCP for auto repeat playback, 
before or during normal playback, press 
A-REPEAT so theA-REPEAT indicator lights. 
The tape automatically rewinds when it 
reaches the end, then begins to play again. 

To end auto-repeat, press a-repeat so the 
A-REPEAT indicator turns off.

ADJUSTING TRACKING 


When tape playback begins on your VCP, its 
built-in tracking control automatically aligns 
the playback heads to the recorded track. 



For poor quality or worn tapes, you might 
need to further adjust the VC P’s tracking. To 
adjust the picture tracking manually, hold 
down TRACKING A or T Until the 
picture improves. 
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WATCHING BROADCAST 
TV 

To watch broadcast TV (if you connected a 
TV), press Tv/vcp so theTV/VCP indicator 
turns off. Or, you can press power to turn 
off the VC P. 


Copying a Video Tape 

If you connected a VCR to theVCP (see 
"Connecting a VCR" on Page 9), you can use 
yourVCP to piay back a video cassette tape 
whiie the VCR records (copies) it. Foiiow 
these steps to copy a video cassette tape. 

1. Load a prerecorded tape into the VC P 
and press stop to prevent piayback 
from starting automaticaiiy. 

2. Load a biank video cassette, or one you 
want to record over, into the VCR. 

3. If theVCR has an input seiect switch or 
other setting to receive signais from its 
AUDIO/VIDEO input jacks, set it to the 
audio/video source mode. 

Note: If the VCR does not have an 
input seiect switch and you iater want 
to record VH F/U FI F/cable channels on 
theVCR, you might need to disconnect 
theVCP from theVCR’s audio/video 
inputjacks. 

4. Select the desired recording speed on 
theVCR. 

5. Begin recording on theVCR. 

6. Press PLAY on theVCP to begin tape 
playback. 


7. To watch the tape while you copy it, 
turn on the TV or TV/monitor. If you 
connected a TV using the VC P’s rf.out 
jack, tunetheTV to the channel (3 or 4) 
to which you set the VC P’s channel 
switch. 

If you want to watch broadcast TV 
while dubbing, press tv/vcp on the 
remote control so theTV/VCP indicator 
on the front panel turns off, then tune 
to the desired station on the TV. If you 
connected a TV/monitor, set the TV/ 
monitor to TV mode. 
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TROUBLESHOOTING 


If your VCP is not performing as it shouid, these suggestions might heip. If you still cannot 
solve the problem, take the VCP to your local RadioShack store for assistance. 


Symptom

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CARE AND MAINTENANCE 


Your RCA Model 50 AC/DC Video Cassette Player is an example of superior design and 
craftsmanship. The following suggestions will help you care for your VCP so you can enjoy 
it for years. 



Keep the VCP dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Liquids might 
contain minerals that can corrode the electronic circuits. 



Use and storetheVCPonlyin normal temperature environments. Temperature 
extremes can shorten the life of electronic devices, damage batteries, and 
distort or melt plastic parts. 



Keep the VCP away from dust and dirt, which can cause premature wear of 
parts. 



Handle the VCP gently and carefully. Dropping it can damage circuit boards 
and cases and can cause the VCP to work improperly. 



Use only fresh batteries of the required size and recommended type. Batteries 
can leak chemicals that damage your VCP’s electronic parts. 



Wipe the VCP with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. Do not 
use harsh chemicals, cleaning solvents, or strong detergents to clean the VCP. 


Modifying or tampering with the VCP’s internal components can cause a malfunction and 
might invalidate its warranty and void your FCC authorization to operate it. 


This RCA Model 50 AC/DC Video Cassette Player (VCP) has been manufactured to the 
specifications of RadioShack and is covered by a limited warranty from RadioShack. If your 
VCP is not operating as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store or call 1-800-TH E- 
SHACK for assistance. 
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CLEANING THE VIDEO 
HEADS 

Dirty video heads can cause the VCP’s 
picture to bebiurred during piayback, even 
when the video signai is ciear. W e 
recommend that you ciean the heads oniy 
when such probiems occur. For proper head 
deaning, foiiow the instructions in a head- 
deaning kit. Your iocai RadioShack store has 
a compiete iine of head-deaning kits or take 
theVCP to your iocai RadioShack store for 
reguiar servicing. 

VIDEOTAPE TIPS 

Aithough a video cassette tape is buiit for 
durabiiity, you shouid handie it with care. 

• Do not store video cassettes in high- 
temperature, high-humidity iocations.

Use the tip of a 
pen or pencil to press the plunger. This 
loosens the tape.
